University Has Profited 
Mar\y Donations

NEEDY IMPROVEMENTS 



Less Than Two Per 
Cent, of Pledges Un- 
collected 



As ;i result of the McGill Centen- 
nial Fund, which was established 
over six years ago. the honorary 
treasurer of thé In ml. .iollh W. Ross, 
reports that ihe institution has ex- 
perienced a remarkable growth and 
progress Less than L' per cent, of 
the. pledges which amounted to $6,- 
440,000 remains uncollected. 

The $6,320.000 that has been paid 
into the fund has served the univer- 
sity as follows: Endowment for sal- 
aries, equipment, etc, $4.475,000; bio- 
logical building. $566,000; extension 
to university library, $134,000;, build- 
ing for dental clinics. $40,000; patho- 
logical building (exclusive of the 
1100,000, provided by the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital), $380.000: extension 
for eleetrlral engineering depart- 
ment. $25,000. endowmont for main- 
tenance of these buildings, $600,000; 
endowment for Moyse Travelling 
Scholarships. $60,000; set aside for 
erection of Moysc Hall, $40,000. 

It is to bo noted that apart from 
the $40,000 shown as set aside for 
the erection of the .Moysc Hall, the 
cost of the reconstruction of the Arts 
building is not Included. This 
amounted to $750,000, and the bal- 
ance, namely $715,000, had to. be 
taken out of the university's capital. 
While such action was unusual, and 
Its wisdom might perhaps he ques- 
tioned, the need for a building of 
fireproof construction and with ade- 
quate accommodation for the Fa- 
culty of ArtH was so urgent as to 
convince the governors that It was 
Justified.

Startling Report Reveals 
But One Gentile In McGill; 
28 Sects Are Represented 



A total of 38 religious sects are re- 
presented among a registration of 28"7 
ktudwits nt McGill. This was learned 
from statistics which haive Just been* 
completed at the Registrar's office. 

That there are very few heathen 111 
McGill may bo observed by reading 
Ihe statistics in regard to the number 
in the various religious sects. No in- 
formation is being given out concern- 
ing the number of hypocrites but is 
there are always a few of these in 
every good Institution, It is hardly to 
be hoped tha. tthis university should 
he characterized by an entire non-at- 
tendance of this type. 

Six sects are in the hundred or above 
class: Hebrew CGI); Protestant, 512; 
Anglican, 443; Roman Catholic, 280; 
L'nltod Church, 207; Presbyterian, 197. 
Above ten but below one hundred thoro 
are three sects represented: Baptist, 
:I7; Christian, 20; Methodist, 12. There 
are eight Unitarians while the same 
number do not give any religion— 
perfectly Indifferent. Three state that 
they have no religion while there :s 
a corresponding number of Free 
Thinkers. (However it is rumoured 
thnt many students will this year get 
the habit— 01' thinking). Congrega- 
tionalism Lutheran, Greek Orthodox 
and Unlverallsl each state two while 
Bahal, Christian Science, Confuscian, 
Gentile, Gregorian Armenian, Hindu, 
Japan Methodist, Jtusslan Orthodox, 
Salvation Army, and Church of Christ 
u« duotcd by » smaller number, One 



.student frankly slated himself an Ath- 
eist. 

If we examine the relions of each 
faculty separately, the statistics bo- 
come even more startling, not to say 
alarming. Though there are 255 Pro- 
testants in Aits, only three Judge 
themselves to be Christianis. Dentis- 
try, Law, Pharmacy and the School 
of Physical Kducatlon are even more 
aiware of their erring ways and ;i zero 
is registered for each in the Christ- 
ian column. 

Jin Law, one man professes to follow 
the creed of the Salvation Army, Whe- 
ther It Is because his doctor has ipre- 
scrlbod this form of exercise or be- 
cause the desire to follow a band has 
lingered from bis childhood Ui not 
known.

Three men in Arts admit no religion 
Perhaps they bow to professors or oven 
movie Queens as their deities, but' are 
afraid the revelation would provoke 
ridicule.

Graduates and Research Stu- 
dents to Benefit by 
Donation 



Messrs Xobbs and Hyde have been 
appointed tho architects for 'he new 
btrftjing for research n cellulose 
chemistry lo be erected at a cost of 
$:t50,000, tho money bcin^ subscribed 
by the Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 
social ion. and tin' ground provided by 
lin; univers ty. The site of the new 
building "ill be on the ground behind 
ihe M.tedonaiM Physics build '41g, now 
occupied by the Forest Products La- 
boratory mid the Pul p and Paper 
Division of the Doinln on Government 

Tho department of cellulose and 
industrial chemistry at the univer- 
sity will derive the principal boneft 
from Uie gift. This department was 
founded last year through the Eddy 
bequest and its laboratories are 
lompornri y housed in the Biological 
building awalt'ng the erection of the 
new Cellulose Institute as the build 
.'nig will bp called. 

In commenting on the new bu'ding 
Dr. Harold 1 1 ibbcrt the head of the 
department of cellulose and In- 
dustrial chemistry at the university 
stated thai a committee Is lielng ap- 
pointed to consider building plans and 
lo supervise the construction. 

■•Building operations it is liopod 
will bo commenced In the spring and 
I is expected that the building will 
be complete within a year", ho said 
"With regard to present occupants 
of ihe site the r*ulp and Papou- Divis- 
ion wlil be Housed in the Biological 
building wWili. Ihe Forest. Products 
laboratory will lake up temporary 
quarters elsewhere. 

Mrdern Equipment 

"The building wiM probably lie 
three storeys high with a large base

Misses Nichol And Lyman Entertained 
Club Recently 

TWO PAPERS 



De Vinci and Self Govern- 
ment in India are 
Topics 



A very successful meeting of the 
R.V.C. Historical Club was held on 
Tuesday evening at the home of ». 
Lyman, where two papers were read, 
one on "The Growth of Self Govern- 
ment in India within Recent Years". 

"Leonardo da Vinci was like a man 
who woke loo early In the darkners 
while the others were still asleep." 
said Miss Nichol. Acclaimed by his 
contemporaries as one of the great- 
est men of the Italian Renaissance, 
Leonardo was an "all sided genius", an 
urtist. a scientist, and naturalist of 
greal power. 

Florence under Lorenzo da Medici 
was at the height of her glory as was 
all Italy at the close of the fifteenth 
century, and It was with Florence that 
most of the greatest families of this 
"golden age" were connected, Leonardo 
was tlie earliest and most versatile 
genius of tills age and is the most 
unintelligible, as all the artists of this 
period were. 

Leonardo was l^rn in H52 al Car- 
letto da Vinci 011 the river Aruo near 
Florence, the illegitimate son of Piero 
Antonio da, Vinci, a. young notary. 
Piero's father, as a result of tills cs- 
capada married his son to Donna Al- 
blcx, this marriage proving childless. 
So little Leonardo was taken and 
brought up by his father's heir. His 
mothw: is yairi to have visited her 
famous son forty years later at Milan 
and to have been sumptuously hurled 
by him at her death. Leonardo's father 
had about ten lenltlmate sons and two 
daughters, by his four marriages but 
Leonardo a.s was the custom then, wns 
his heir. As a boy Leonardo was very 
precocious being a mathematician, 
poet, musician, and painter. 

At an early aire, being sent to Flor- 
ence to be brought up as an artist, 
by the advice of Andrie Vcrrochlo, 
who saw some of Leonardo's drawings. 
At Florence Leonardo for 'many years 
wos content to follow with docility the 
instructions of his master, though

Apparatus Described For Hi|h 
Temperature And Low Pressure 



MRS. OTTO MAASS 



'Methods of Measuring 
Vapour Pressures of 
Metals and Salts 



"Up till a relatively short time aire 
the range of measurements of the v»- 
IKiur pressure of metals and salts was 
very short: there were very few 
above a temperature of 100 degrees 
Centigrade, and very few below a 
pressure 01' one-tenth of a millimetre," 
said Mrs. Otto Maass before u Chem- 
istry Colloquium, the i-ubjcct of dis- 
cussion of which Colloquium was 
"Methods of Measuring Vapour Pres- 
sures of Metals and Salts. 

Of recent years methods have been 
devised which have enabled measure- 
ment at a temperature of 2000 d«- 
zrees Centigrade, and a pressure of 
one one- thousandth of a millimetre. 
Several ingenious devices have been 
devised among wh ch are the John- 
ston Spiral and tlie McLeod guage. 

The first of the methods outlined 
by the speaker consisted as follows 
This apparatus was first used most 
effect vely for the measurement of 
of mercury vapour at a temperature 
of 200 dcjrroos. There .ire two MC- 
Leod guages joined together with a 
large flask between theni to avoid 
fluctuations. The gague in which the 
mea-surcment is to be done s kept 
hot. the other cold, ami the experi- 
ment Is carried out in an atmosphere 
of hydrogen. This me'hod gave satis- 
factory results wh'ch have been oon- 
firtned by other methods. 

The second method described was 
the Kundsen, used mainly . for va- 
pours at very low pressurer. A glass 
vessel was divided Into two parts by 
means of a membrane through which 
a hole ;s pierced. A certain amount of 
mercury' is put in nkcli side. One side 
Is kept h"t. ihe other cold. This 
method is concerned with the passage 
of tho molecules of the murcurj* 
tlirouch the hole In the membrane. 
There are more mo'escules per unit 
volume in the hot side of the vessel, 
therefore there is a movement of the 
mole.Hculct from the hot side to the 
cold. The wo g hi of mercury which

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Opening Month Resembled 
Same Month Last Year 



Jamuaty this year had much In com- 
mon with January last year, both 
months exhibiting many abnormalillcM 
according to comparative statistics ob- 
tained at the Observatory. 

Both this year and last year had an 
opening month above the normal In 
temperature but January this year was 
I. little milder than last, the mean tem- 
perature being ltf.O degrees or 3.7 de-, 
gives above the normal for the month, 
while the mean temperature last Jan- 
uary was 15.1 degrees. The normal 
temperature calculated over a period 
of 52 years is 12.S degrees. Both were 
alike also in shortage of snow, ihe 
shortage being In each case about 10 
Inches and January last year, 18.2 In- 
ches. 

In rainfall iho months wero almost 
alike, the figures being slightly bele»w 
the normal rainfall for the month In 
each case with .66 inches this year 
and 69 Inches last year. The amount 
of sunshine was identical. 21.6 per 
cent, being recorded in each case, or 
about 10 per cent, below tho normal 
for January. Tho average for Janu- 
ary this year was brought trp con-' 
slderably by yesterday's total which 
wsis 71 per cent, and by the 89 per 
cent, recorded on January 31, which 
was the brightest day of ihe month, 
each month had five days of sub-zero 
weather. Both months saw great vari-

AT 'n.' time when educational hvs- 
"* tenia on this continent nro under 
Ore from many critics whcr-feel thm 
. academic freedom exists In very few 
universities and who arc assailing the 
college for the interference of those 
men who make the existence of such 
institutions possible Sir Arthur Cur- 
rlo's remarks at last night's Artw ban- 
-. quel iirf» of more than passing slg- 
rnltlcance. Sir Arthur during the 
. course of his brief remarks assured 

■ the students that Mich criticism as 

■ had been made here was unwarranted, 
■ 'that nt JlcCilll there was no dictation, 

that professors were privileged to 
teach according to their convictions as 
..luns.ua their knowledge of what they 
I were teaching was based on accuracy 
' and erudition necessary to their call- 
. ing. 

Far from being tyrannized at Mc- 
Gill tlie students ure given liberty of 
i speech and action. The Students' 
I Council and student government are 
not dictated to while the Board of 
, Govoronrs in no way interfere with the 
actions of the Corporation which, con- 
j sihtlng of the representatives of the 
\ professors is most qualified to govern 
In matters pertaining to the academic 
problems of McGill. 

Sir Arthur particularly attacked crl- 
llcisin which Is based un inaccurate 
knowledge of affairs.

Many undergraduates consider that 
in past years the Council has used its 
autocratic powers to further iln own 
designs, and in proof point to a num- 
> ber of recent acts of student legisla- 
tion which, they affirm, was railroad- 
ed through against the desires of the 
■jiiujorlty of the undergraduates and 
without their understanding fully 
what is was about. How much truth 
there is in that belief Is not for us 
to discuss here, but It probably will be 
brought up next AVodnesday. 

• Members and executives of some of 
tho clubs and societies coming under 
the council's jurisdiction are prone to 
resohl tho fuct that a body on which 
they have no direct representation 
has authority to legislate tot them. Tho

men who like evidently to sot up 
Ibogeys In order to knock them downi 
ami lacking bogeys, there is always 
cmu'titutcd autn'or'ty." Tho ulnvier- 
rilty president has been referred do as 
tho L'.aclt boast in tlie academic 
jungle. Let every man sny what he 
Ilkos to sny, declared the principal, 
provided it is worth saying, and Is not 
contrary to truth. Any professor at 
McGill could speak on any subject if 
ho had knowledge of that sugject and 
admitted that there were two sides to 
the argument. 

The importance placed upon the 
sayings of professors by pcoplo out- 
side the university was noted 'by tlie 
speaker, who gave two instances 
within tho past month where McGI''fl 
profesrtors had aroused some criticism 
because of their statements. Profes- 
sor Hommcnn. lecturing at Ottawa 
had said sometlrlng about Canadian 
banks being of BltUo use to the Tanner 
Two on Board 

"I have the presidents of tw|,» of the 
most important banks In the Domin- 
ion on my board," said Sir Avthur 
Currle," but I only told ' Professor 
I I em moon that 'he must have gone t»i 
tlie wrorr? bank for his information!' 

Then Professor Goforth also lectur- 
es at Ottawa, had spoken •}/ bring- 
ing In Chinese laborers for a certain 
time to worfc In tho developmet of 
British Columb'.a. which had called 
forth criticism from labor men, and 
returned soldiers' organizations. Rc- 
plr'Tig to theso Sir. Arthur had de- 
fended academic freedom, and to the 
soldiers declared that surly they 
would not deny freedom which was 
ono of the things they had fought for. 

In dealing with tho questfhu of 
academic freedom here, Sir Arthur 
said that he had novel- been aitto to 
learn how professors taught their 
subjects for ho had not attended lec- 
tures. To do this, he had been to'd, 
would bo bad form while to question 
students on the matter would be un- 
sportsmanlike. 

He hoped that in a few days ho 
would bo able to annV.unco that one 
of the distinguished members of the 
governing body hod given scholar- 
ships in mathematics and the classics 

In conclusion Sir. Arthur expressed 
the opinion that there was one thing 
McGill owes to its founder and tho 
men who had made Mils university, 
that in public remarks one should try 
to be sensible and accurate. 

Bourassa Speaks 

Tho development of a Canadian na- 
tionalism was stressed by the guest of 
the ovoning. Mr. Henri Bourassa, In 
tlie words of Dean Mackay who intro- 
duced him. "Journalist, scholar, states- 
man and Canndlan patriot." 

AVe must tako dur country ob It Is 
composed, whether wo like it or not, 
declared tho distinguished French- 
Canadian. Tho lime is coming when 
Canada shall be neither Kronen nor 
English, but a nation different from 
either. Again, whether we like it or 
not, we must face this future. Is It 
possible, he asked, to make ono nation 
of u community scattered over por- 
tions of a continent never Intended 
by nature to bo one? There are ob- 
stacles which may never be completely 
overcome. In the west . and.- east are; 



groups of provinces antagonizing one 
another. • Nothing endurable will - bo 
accomplished unless the various com- 
ponent parts know and understand 
each other. . Perhaps some of us think 
it Is tho destiny of this country to be- 
como entirely British, and some that 
r be French, but wo 
With faith in 
tho past, hope in the future and char- 
ity towards nil our different national 
units tho development of this coun- 
try with an ideal of Canadian citizen- 
ship may be accomplished. AVe must 
keep tho bonds of understanding, ex- 
changes of thought, and act towards 
one another so as 1er preserve what we 
have of • political, social and ethical 
unity. 

Our problems cannot be solved as 
similar problems wore solved in tho 
United StateF, for tho situation Is en- 
tirely different. True, between the 
Anglican royalists of Virginia, the 
Catholic royalists of Maryland, tho 
'puritan of Now England and tho 
quaker of Pennsylvania, there were 
vast differences, but these units were 
united at once. 

In Canada a state was established by 
the French with an Ideal which was 
lofty, but with little practical sense, 
though Colbert, thought Mr. Bourassa, 
had no equals' among ' tho statesmen 
of his time In ideus'of what a colony 
shuold be. The French, he declared, 
never developed because they were too 
much looked after by the home coun- 
try. In this regard the English con- 
quest was a. happy event, but with it 
there came tho resistance of tlie French 
to the moral penetration of tho Eng- 
lish, and tho deslro of the latter to 
impress English Ideas on the French 
so that both forgot to become better 
Canadians. The reRult has been that 
throughout this country are sections 
with Ideals copied from liiiror-oan 
countries, while new Immigrants nrc 
not making contact with the older por- 
tions, but as In tho west are aqulrlng 
their ideals from the old land and from 
their own section of the new land. 
jmparïalVftlèa 

Though Mr. Bourassa declared him- 
self to have the greatest respect for 
those who arc striving for a greater 
Imperial unity, yet he felt that this 
tendency was detracting from the more 
Important movement towards Canadian 
nationalism. In making this point he 
remarked that he could feel a closer 
connection with England or the Eu- 
ropean countries than with India or 
Rhodesia, with New York or the Mari- 
times than with Iracq or Ceylon. Do 
you think, he asked, that you are go- 
ing to make immigrants better Cana- 
dians by stressing this Idea of unity 
with all parts of tho empire? AVe 
should first, educate them to become 
Canadians, and then let them decide 
the question of Imperial connection. 
That Is their right to determine whe- 
ther they be Independent or maintain 
a close alliance with the other sec- 
tions of the empire. 
; .' ;■' : ; Nationalism Weak 

In Europe he had noted that In 
meeting men .' of the' old countries, 
Canada was the ono country where 
the Idea, of nationalism wan weakest. 
Among the French on this side of the 
Atlantic he felt, that the sense of what 
they owed to Canada .as a whole and 
what Canada as a whole owed them 
was decreasing. Why? Because In 
the 'last twenty-five years outside of 
his Quebec reserve the French-Cana- 
dian has been regarded as a foreigner. 
Coming to those portions of this Dom- 
inion which had been discovered by 
his forefathers, the French-Canadian 
found his rights unrecognized. 

The principles of rights which wo 
hold today have not all, he declared, 
conie«from the British, though it was 
British institutions which the French 
made use of In gaining rights. As ex- 
amples of this he referred to the facf 
that Quebec was the first Canadian 
province to do away with the disabili- 
ties placod on Jews, an accomplish- 
ment carried by French-Canadluns 
against an English governor. Thou 
the speaker referred to a connection 
of his family with McGill. Ills grand- 
father, Papinoau had defeated McGill 
In a parliamentary election, upholding 
freedom In religious worship. 

French Language 

In closing, Mr. Bourassa mado a 
plea for tho study of French by Eng- 
lish-speaking Canadians. Fronch, tho 
Internationally ncceptcd language of 
diplomacy, without a Unowledgo of 
which Eupropeans were not consider- 
ed really educated, was being nojrlocl- 
ed in Canada. AVe French he said, 
have gone farther than you In this re- 
gard. We have, mado an effort to 
meet you on common ground In tho 
understanding of languages, and that 
effort has not yet been imitated. AVe 
In this country nre the Inheritors of 
two great nations, of two great cul- 
tures, Tho youth of Canada has the 
opportunity to develop these two cul- 
tures. They have the treasures of two 
literatures. McGill has done much In 
tho study of French and her gradu- 
ates can do a great work when they 
go out to all parts of Canada, to- 
wards ' developing a sense of Cana- 
dian patriotism, towards developing 
Canada Itself.. .

.hnt It would not do to simply give his 
personal op'nions. 

To find this Greatest Common Mea- 
sure of prfpssors ho had first gone to 
Professor Eve the mathematician and 
physicist, but Prof. Evo had recom- 
mended him to find it in the realm 
of metaphysics, so he had "bearded 
the White Lion in his den, y Here ho 
had learned that though professbrs 
varied in dross and outward appear- 
ance, the substance of professors was 
the same, for it was the substance of 
a professor which made him a pro- 
fessor. But that wouldn't do. 

Then ho hud gone to Professor 
Stanley of the Classics -department, 
who had explained the derivation of 
the word "professor" from tlie Latin 
"profitcor," and had given lrm the' 
principal parts of the verb. With this 
he was very much pleased and went 
homo to his Lat'n dictionary and 
looked up "profctoor." There he found 
a column given of tho word. 

Among the meanings given he found 
the following, 

"To confess openly," but that could- 
n't be the right one. 

"To declare oneself something," and 
he didn't like that, for though he knew 
some professors who thought them- 
selves something and declared It, still 
most professors were very modest. 

"To propose voluntarily" — he had 
done that In his time ,sald Professor 
AVaugh, but It was a long time ago, 
and since the students had nioro re- 
cent practice, he didn't take that. 

"To- give evidence against it,"— that 
would'nt do cither — professors have to 
give judgment, but they refrain from 
giving evidence against. 

"To make an income tax return" — 
professors do that but not impressive- 
ly, "l "î j v:'. .

gmes. 

On five days in each month tho tem- 
perature Was abovo freezing point. 
January this year was the mlldost 
since 1921, while January : last year 
came next In point of mildness. 

How widely tho January of each 
year may differ is seen by 'reference to 
the yearly statistics at tho Observa- 
tory. The year 18S8 saw the coldest 
January on record at McGill, the mean 
temperature for tho month being 3.GS 
degrees. 

There appears also to be substance 
for the talk of old timers who gossip 
of the days when snow came up almost 
to the roofs of houses for In 'January 
,1S9S, 63 frnches of snow fell in the city, 
which makes tho snowfall this month

The nitrogen m the ap- 
paratus moved down to equalize the 
pressure, since the vapour pressure of 
the material was less than that of 
nitrogen. Increased amounts of nitro- 
gen were pumped out. When the va- 
pour pressure of the substance be- 
rame as great or greater than the va- 
pour pressure in the nitrogen lube. 
.1 permanent difference of pressure 
in the nitrogen tube, a permanent dif- 
ference of pressure was noted in the 
manometer/ This gave the approxi- 
mate d'fference of vapour between 
the substance and nitrogen. 

The methods described above are 
ill typical of the apparatus used for 
lilsh températures- and low pressures. 
Mostly all of the determinations have 
been done by these methods. The va- 
pour pressures of rifty-flve sails »nd 
nineteen metals have be»r. determin- 
ed.

This result was also accomplished 
by putung mercury in the hot side 
only and evacuating the cold side. 

Kundsens method has been modi- 
fied and Improved by ligerton, who 
used capillary tubing for the 
open ng. lie also increased the num- 
ber of holes, ligerton used this ap- 
paratus to discover if the Inotropes of

sures. Using lead -he found a differ- 
ence, but it was not particularly con- 
clusive. Later using zinc he discover- 
ed that there was a marked differ- 
ence. 

Perhaps the most interesting method 
was developed by Huff and lierg- 
dahl, whose system wan an adapta- 
• lion of Watenburg. A platinum iri- 
dium tube Is suspended In a large 
glass vessel, and contained by a glass 
tube outside. A steel spiral Is fasten- 
ed to the glass lube, and to this 
spiral a crucible of known weight is 
attached, aind Tilled with the sub- 
stance whose vapour pressure Is to 
toe determined. The platinum iridium 
la very .porous, so thai fhe pressure 
inside is the same as it is outside. A 
device was made for keeping ihe 
•pressure in the apparatus constant, by 
means of a head of mercury. The 
furnace was so arranged as to cause 
thé temperature to increase at a con- 
stant rate. As the material evaporat- 
ed the crucible lost weight, and the

Leonardo excelled him so much in 
painting. 

Until the age of twenty-ntne Leon- 
ardo producer! no great picture, spend- 
ing his energy in Investigations, mak- 
ing numberless lovely composition», 
and exquisite sketches. His genius was- 
was spasmodic; and as a result the 
actual execution of pointings was al- 
ways a pain and drudgery to him. 
Here he finally started his first great 
picture, the Adoration of the Mugi, 
and though he never finished It, it hits 
been called the richest, most compli- 
cated picture of Its century. When 
ihe creation of this picture was at its 
heights Leonardo left It, however, pro- 
bably to go lo> Milan. Heralding his ar- 
rival with a boastful ulla claiming for 
himself ability as an inventor, civil 
and military engineer, painter, sculp- 
tor, and architect. At the Court of 
Ludovico he tilled all the duties of a 
courtier, arranging pageants, masques:, 
singing, telling anecdotes and fables. 

Ludovico, Ihe son of Francesco 
Sporzn who had made himself Duko 
of Milan by turning bis arms against 
the government when leader of the 
army, had seized the government of 
Milan for himself, though In the name 
of his nephew. Ludovico gave Leonardo 
among other commissions, those of 
painting his two mistresses. Leonardo's 
constant concern however was a co- 
lollal equestrian statue of Francesco 
.Sporza, probably inspired by the eque- 
strian .Statue to Colleone in Venice 
which his master, Andrie Verrochlo 
was working In, After ten years the 
clay, model of the statue was set up in 
front of the Sporza castle only to 
serve as a target for the French arch- 
ers of Charles VIII, a source of chag- 
rin for Leonardo, long after its dis- 
appearance Michel Angclo once taunt- 
ed Loonardo on this effort. Michel 
Angelo was very envious of Leonardo 
however but Leonardo has left us a 



passage in bis writings extolling the 
comfort and pleasure of an artist's life, 
while pointing oui ihe 'discomfort of 
a. sculptor's life, his feelings on ilia 
subject of sculpture still evidently ue- 
ing love. 

Slowness In work was proverbial 
with Leonardo. For three years ha 
I aimed the Holy Supper In the Clois- 
ter of .Santa .Maria delle Grazlc in 
Milan, sometimes spending all day 
painting, at other times not touching 
the work for days, sometimes stand- 
ing before it for hours, studying his 
work and Ihon again hastening to the 
work just to add a few strokes. This 
method of working caused him lo use 
oil colours, Instead fresco painting 
which requires the work to be done 
while the background is still moist, 
with the result that the paint has 
separated from the wall in ninny cases 
and the picture has deteriorated con- 
siderably. 

Leonardo was by nature peaceful, 
kind niid mild; condemning wanton 
bloodshed, although these sensitive 
feelings did mot prevent him from 
accompanying criminals to the scaf- 
fold In order to copy the e.vpres»do;i 
of their fear distorted features. He 
reasoned carefully and all his loves 
and hates and Judgments, with the re- 
sult that he often aimeared Indifferent 
to good and evil. He had a great de- 
sire for investigation, applying this to 
his art, trying to determine the laws 
and attributes of light, shadows, col- 
our and then to the objects of bis 
work, animals, plants etc., finnlly dis- 
covering ihe general laws of niechan- 
les, and stratification and fossilisation 
In the Arno valley. On returning to 
his Art he found that new problems 
and demands were continually arising 
and he was no longer able to satisfy 
them, lie was no longer able to ex- 
press all that was in him and often 
dispalncd of completing his work. 

With the distractions- of the cour'., 
and his passion lor scientific research 
Leonardo managed to complete his one 
great work. Ihe Last Supper in the 
refectory of Santa Marin delln Grazle 
this convent being a favourite of Bea- 
trice d'Este, 1 lie Duke's wile. The 
Duke had this convent and church re- 
constructed and embellished to please 
her and Leonardo was probably work- 
ing on the "Last Supper'' when she 
died. Today really on- the design of 
the masterpiece Is left, water. Nap- 
oleon's soldier.-, anil restoration have 
left then- marks: upon it. Changes 
political affairs at Court forced Iveo- 
naido to leave .Milan. Ludovico had 
Invited Charles VIII to Invade Italy 
who was succeeded by Louis XII and 
I *ou is claimed Milan, Ludoieo was 
forced to flee and wa.s betrayed ay 
his armv and wa.s captive to the 
French. Leonardo bad loft Milan be- 
fore ths catastroph though. 

Leonardo returned to Florence hot 
did not remain there lor long as Cae- 
sar* Horgla appointed him his archi- 
tect and general engineer, m which 
officec he aided the duke to design 
fortresses and machines of war but 
when Caesare lost his sovcrlgntlc", 
Leonardo returned to Floronce where 
he started a fresco for the great hn II 
of the Piazza Vecchlo, choosing ils his 
subject a battle prelu. 

It was at thl» time that he started 
to paint the portrait of the Mona Lisa. 
The storey runs thut be kopi attend- 
ants always near, to jest and sing and 
play on Instruments In oi-der to charm 
a suite to her habitually sad face. 
Many opinions are glvem as why or 
bow Leonardo should have come to 
paint her face so marvellously and 
studied It so accurately, but that smile 
seems to have haunted him • hence- 
forth, as It appears In many of his 
female faces after this time. 

At this time Leonardo was called to 
Milan where he worked on designs for 
canals and Irrigation systems and 
while there evldentally painted hl« 
second modonna of the rocks and his 
third modaoiiH and St. Ann. 

Leonardo died at Aubolre in 1519, 
and was buried in the Church of St. 
Florentine, by his wish and although 
his bones were scattered and his cof- 
fin melted in the French revolution, 
his remains today rest In the Chapel 
of St. Hubert at Aubolse. 

Painter, scientist, engineer, mathe- 
matician, biologist and architect. Leo- 
nardo united all talents in one man. 

The second pa.per dealt with the 
British Government when it took In- 
dian affairs. out of the hands of the 
East Indian Co.. undertook the diffi- 
culties which the East India Co. was 
not able to cope with. Many Indians 
allsllked the presence of Europeans in 
India not even being reasoned In the 
Proclamation saying that England 
wished Indians to hold office hi the 
government. The Europeans In India 
however threatened an outbreak when 
a bill providing for Judicial positions 
to 'be held by Indians was introduced. 
As the Queen's .promises did not ma- 
terialize, in 1885 two first Indian Nat- 
ional Congress met In Bombay, with 
the object of social and religious re- 
form as well as political recognition. 
They desired representation on the 
Indian Legislative. Councils, but It wae 
not until 1892 that they got represent- 
ation but with consultative powers 
only. The leader of this congress was 
Mr. BonvelJI and he was succeeded by 
Tilak who stood for self-government 



and a boycott on British Imported and 
'manufactured goods. The Partition of 
Bengal caused a demonstration by 
nationalists who saw In It an attempt 
to divide them and Hindus and Mos- 
lems saw In it a device for favouring 
the other one. " 

The Indian Councils Act of laoil pro- 
vided for four instead of two members 
on the Madras and Bombay executive 
councils and an Indian was placed on 
the Government's. Executive Council. 
This was sponsored by Lord M In to 
and Viscount Morlcy. 

In 191S Mr.. Montague and Lord 
Chelmsford signed the roport stating 
that the Government was responsible 
to Parliament and that certain pro- 
visions were ready for a scheme of 
local government which they bad pre- 
pared, the provincial governments to 
be divided Into two sections, one to 
deal with reserved subjects which in- 
volve peace, order and good govern- 
ment, and ihe other with transferred 
Sltbji.s_ - ts. 

The moderates approved of this but 
did not like slowness of the British, 
but the Uxtremists denounced H led 
by Tilalc and Mrs. Bernini who held 
trust Home llule alone could save 
India from ruin. The Extremists 
desires complete separation from the 
British, and straightway to assume 
full responsibility of Government 
while the moderates believed co- 
operation with the English necessary 
for national development. The moder- 
ates appeal to reason of the people, 
while tin Extremists appeal to their 
passions. 

In 1320 .Mr. (liait died and Mrs. 
Besant went over to the .Moderates 
who were he ng led In Mahatma 
Gandhi. Ghandl had had experience 
m South Africa where Indiana set- 
tlers were not ^citing fa r treatment 
mid he had procured better social con- 
ditions for th'm. In India he preached 
social and moral reforms —what he 
wanted was partnership, not Pmina- 
tion. 

.Mr. Ghandl denounced the British 
government and began his non-cn. 
operation movement retarding India's 
progress towards self-government The 
Indian National Congress meeting in 
15-1 repudiated its loyalty lo the Bri- 
tish Empire, For three years Ghandl 
held a large number of people to his 
non-cooperation programme, of which 
the main part was to refuse office and 
10 refuse to vote. His followers were 
known as Evangelists and had great 
influence In sonic places. As a re- 
sult the Liberals and Indépendants 
were filling up the posts that were 
gradually open to Indians. The Indian 
legislature Assembly was now eleoted, 
the President being appointed by the 
government. There were three mem- 
bers of of the eight in the executive 
council who were Indians. 

Some of the Evangelists tired of this 
poling and asked and obtained per- 
mission to contest the elections. They 
were successful and non-cooperation 
began to wane, though they continued 
lo um Gh.-indl's name. Ghandl dljl 
not know of this. The Swargists ob- 
tained a majority only in Ucngal and 
the Central Provinces, but their pro- 
gramme demndned the release of all 
political prisons, and a national con- 
vention with only a 3i)<j c representa- 
tion of the government to lay down 
rules for the future constitution of In- 
dia. The Indépendants Joined them, 
demanding Immediate constitutional 
progress while the Liberals began to 
think that the British government did 
not want to give India, responsible 
government. 

A debate in parliament was led by 
an Indian who wanted the Indian 
Legislative Council to be entrusted to 
be entrusted lo Indians completely in 
domestic matters while the govern- 
ment was to retain army affairs, and 
political and foreign relations for a 
time, This was not granted until 
provision was made for the drawing 
up of a plan for the future responsible 
government of India. 

Ghandl repudiated all the Swarijists 
had done during his imprisonment and 
said he would stick to his former plan 
In 1324 there wns a split however and 
Ghandl admitted himself defeated, and 
propounded that the National Congress 
should devote itself to religious and so- 
cial reform. It was unlikely that they 
would give up their political influence 
and us soon as t,he political motive was 
removed there would be nothing to 
bind Hindus and Moslems. Non-co- 
operation was dead and Ghandl could 
not get a political following again. 

In" 1924 an All Party Leaders' con- 
ference was held In Bombay to reunite 
the political parties In the Indian 
National Congress to include an at- 
tempt a I solving the Hindu Moslem 
question. The Liberal party met at 
Lucknors and condemned the Swura- 
gist party and drew up a definite pro- 
gramme, demanding an early grant of 
responsible government In the pro- 
vinces, a fixed sum for the Department 
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of Defences and on Jndiun army and 
services on an Indian footing. They 
agreed to Join with Congress If they 
would promise to stick to constitution- 
al means for obtaining their aim. 

Tho Extrenih party, still in control 
of tho Uongress led by Misw Naidcr, 
Callodtipor ala members of the gov- 
ornmcht to resign if their demands 
were not granted at once. Th s Evan- 
ajlsts were rapidly loslmr ground, 
'l'w-o member*: resigned at mice due 
to this policy. It was suggested that 
th.s time was a great opportun ty for 
the formation of a United Nationalist 
party of Liberals; Independents and 
responsive co-operators— tho r polic- 
ies being alike 1929 has been set us 
the time when the present scheme of 
governments s to b ( . examined with 
a view to further advances. 

The Llvurajlsh party broke up last 
November the rclKglous clement had 
crown too strong for Moli'a medans 
and H'ndus to regard one another 



with favour, w'hilo ^mo of the most 
ipromincnt members felt its policy 
wns destructive. 

The growth of parliament govern- 
ment has gono Some thing it would 
have been better If England had 
never tried to set up parilamentary 
government in India Perhaps tt will 
*io best to wa t until India has 
achieved full responsibility under the 
present system and the,, | P t ncr 
decide if she wants Parliamentary 
government— they w'il not likely dis- 
card the good British rule has 
brought them.
